The program covered by the bond 
issue is truly on overall minimum 
for the requirements of the dist- 
rict, for it is drawn up to call for 
the least expenditure of money at 
this time to provide for the readily 
foreseeable enrollment increase of 
the next several years. The people 
of Redwood City, San Carlos and 
Belmont will benefit by the increas- 
ed number of students from their 
area that will be able to attend 
Sequoia through the withdrawal of 
the southern students to the south- 
ern school. But the Los Lomitas- 
Menlo Park-Ravenswood area will 
receive many times the benefit of 
the northerners, for no longer will 
our high school students have to 
travel more than the two-and-one- 
half miles considered the desirable 
maximum distance. 


I refer to Recreation Park on 
Middle Avenue. This property is 
owned by the city, is still partially 
undeveloped, has off-street parking 
facilities and is within walking 
distance of University Drive and 
the Highway. I feel that a park 
where children and young people 
gather is an ideal place for a library. 

It seems clear that this would be 
the simplest and most far-sighted 
answer to the present problem and 
would, at the same time, increase 
our Park’s usefulness to the whole 
community.

Copy of letter sent to Mayor on 
March 17, 1948. 

Dear Mr. Burgess: 

I sincerely feel that I have com- 
pleted the work you appointed me 
to do as a member of the Library 
Committee, therefore, I wish to ren- 
der my resignation at this time. 

I believe our purpose was to lo- 
cate a library site suitable to the 
majority of the citizens of Menlo 
Park.

Donald Kauffman, co-chairman 
of the teachers salary committee, 
told trustees that teachers are worse 
off now, financially, than they 
were when their maximum salary 
was $2,800 per year. 

“There are more cases of real 
financial desperation than ever 
before,” he declared. “Teachers, 
especially those with family or 
other responsibilities, find it in- 
creasingly difficult to manage 
without drawing, as many have 
had to do, upon their meager re- 
serves. Living adequately and 
providing for emergencies and for 
retirement are out of the question 
for most.” 

He said the district is hampered 
by limited financial sources and 
told trustees, “Within the limits of
